As  Others  Saw  It 

(Editor's  Not*:  in  ardor  that  our 

reader*  may  got  a  crooa  lection  of 
Southern  Baptist  thought  concerning  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  which  re¬ 
cently  met  m  St.  Louis,  w«  give  below 
and  will  continue  for  a  few  weeks,  some 
of  th*  main  thoughts  of  other  Southern 
Baptist  Editors,  The  editorial  below, 
which  is  slightly  condensed,  is  by  Dr. 
H.  H.  McGinty,  editor  of  the  Word  and 
Way  of  Missouri.) 

The  recent  session  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  St.  Louis  was  not 
a  great  meeting  but  it  wea  a  good  one 
The  high  hours  did  not  seem  to  be  ss 
high  as  some  of  the  past,  and  the  low 
hours  were  lower  than  they  should 
**h«ve  been.  But,  on  the  whole,  the  over¬ 
tone  was  harmonious,  and  the  program 
ef  work  adopted  was  constructive  and 
progressive. 

There  were  a  few  low  notes  which 


■W  of  those  voting.  You  would  have  to 
pe  far  back  in  the  annals  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  to  find  the  record  of  the  last 
incident  of  this  kind.  This  does  not 
mean  that  overruling  at  the  chair  is 
out  of  place  in  a  democratic  body,  for 
M  ia  not.  But  H  is  a  rare  occurence  in 
th*  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  th* 
practice  might  breed  a  spirit  ef  anarchy. 

R  appears  to  have  been  unfortunate 
that  the  matter  of  moving  the  Radio 
Commission  from  Atlanta  was  handled 
as  it  was.  Without  doubt,  the  messen¬ 
gers  were  unanimous  ia  desiring  what¬ 
ever  is  best  shall  he  done,  but  there 
were  many  who  regretted  the  matter 
in  which  it  was  presented  on  Friday 
morning,  after  the  Convention  had  made 
a  previous  decision  in  the  first  session. 
Heated  words  which  inflame  an  audience 
do  not  create  a  favorable  atmosphere 
for  a  wise  decision.

At  times,  there  were  traces  of  the 
frenzy  which  can  so  easily  be  generated 
by  impassioned  appeals  in  large  bodies 
It  appeared,  on  occasions,  that  there 
were  signs  of  an  East-West  contention 
which  could  become  definitely  divisive 

None  of  these  elements  may  be  of 
serious  proportions  if  they  are  pin¬ 
pointed,  analyzed,  and  controlled.  But 
if  they  should  be  multiplied  and  aggrav¬ 
ated,  they  might  become  serious/ 

So  much  for  the  secondary  and  the 
negative.  On  the  other  side  the  Con-' 
vention  was  steadfastly  loyal  to  all  of 
ite  primary  purposes.

Thomas  L.  Railey,  as  tax-collector, 
against  Morrissey  and  eleven  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  family  after  paymenti 
of  the  ten  per  cent  tax  on  an  illegal 
whiskey  sale  had  been  discon¬ 
tinued. 

The  papers  report  that  "In  re¬ 
turn  for  dropping  the  civil  suit 
against  him,  Morrissey  agreed  to 
maintain  payments  of  the  black 
market  tax  on  whiskey  sales  by 
his  wholesale  firm. 

In  other  words,  after  he  paid  a 
black  market  tax,  the  suit  against 
him  was  withdrawn.  If  he  was 
guilty,  he  should  have  been  pro¬ 
secuted,  bat  Morrissey  |>uys  the 
a  difference. 

In  many  cases  some  poor  devil 
with  a  half  dozen  pints  of  liquor 
is  called  before  the  court  and  pro¬ 
secuted,  bat  Morrisey  pays  the 
black  market  tax  and  then  the 
suit  which  would  have  coet  him 
thousands  of  dollars  is  withdrawn.

cation.  There  are  efforts  to  prevent 
any  kind  of  religious  instruction. 
A  student  may  become  a  bachelor 
or  master  in  our  state  Institutions 
and  still  be  as  ignorant  of  the  Bible 
and  revealed  truth  as  if  he  had 
been  educated  in  a  pagan  land. 

Third,  this  is  a  faithless  genera¬ 
tion  Modern  man  has  to  empha¬ 
sised  materialistic  interests  and  so 
neglected  spiritual  growth,  that  he 
now  widely  ignores  belief  in  Cod, 
soul  and  immortality. 

Fourth,  we  face  the  difficulty  in 
meeting  academic  standards  set 
by  state  and  private  or  indepen¬ 
dent  schools.  But  our  Christian  col¬ 
leges  cannot  afford  to  do  less  than 
the  best. 

Fifth,  there  is  danger  of  scat-  j 
tering  our  efforts  too  widely.  At  j 
present  we  have  many  schools  for  j 
general  education,  but  little  or  no 
provision  is  made  for  specializa¬ 
tion 

There  are  many  advantages  in  | 
Christian  education.  Christian  ed-  | 
oration  is  the  only  complete  edu¬ 
cation. 

Man  is  a  three-sided  b  e  i  n  g —  ; 
body,  mind  and  soul.  Someone  has  , 
said  if  you  develop  the  body  alone  j 
you  have  an  athlete;  if  you  de-  j 
velop  the  mind  alone  you  have  a  j 
skeptic:  if  you  develop  the  soul  j 
alone  you  have  a  fanatic;  but  i 
if  you  develop  the  body,  mind  and 
soul  you  have  the  noblest  work  of  j 
God.  Only  in  a  Christian  educa¬ 
tion  is  the  three  fold  development 
realized. 

Christian  education  cherishes 
the  highest  ideals  and  imolies  the 
greatest  achievements.  It  empha¬ 
sizes  morality  more  than  might, 
mankind  more  than  money ,  and 
making  a  life  more  than  making  a 
living. 

Christian  education  is  an  abso¬ 
lute  essential  to  Christianity,  not 
only  as  a  Christianizing  factor,  but 
as  a  civilizing  agency.  It  not  only 
makes  a  valuable  contribution  to  i 
the  ministry,  but  it  produces  an 
excellent  product  in  educational,  I 
social  and  civic  activities. 

Denominational  schools  are  nec¬ 
essary  as  spiritual  centers.  They 
develop  adequately  trained  min¬ 
isters  end  laymen.  They  ere  es- 
sontiel  to  enlightened  Christian 
homes,  to  democratic  govern¬ 
ment,  to  freedom  of  the  press, 
to  freedom  of  thought,  to  freedom 
of  worship,  to  benevolent  institu¬ 
tions,  end  strong  churchos.  With¬ 
out  donominetional  schools  tho 
pulpit  will  totter,  spiritual  interests 
will  decline,  end  society  will  de¬ 
generate  moraly. 

Therefore,  it  is  ijflTperative  that 
we  evaluate  anew  the  place  and 
importance  of  Christian  education.

Advantages  of  Christian  Education 
In  Our  Denominational  Schools

What  is  Christian  education?  As 
distinguished  from  public  education 
Christian  education  is  under  con¬ 
trol  of  the  church  or  other  reli¬ 
gious  agencies,  and  is  religious  and  < 
■oral,  while  public  education  is 
under  the  direction  of  the  state  and  I 
deals  primarily  with  knowledge  and  , 
Aids 

A  Christian  college  has  a  Christ¬ 
ian  objective,  aim  and  purpose.  A 
Christian  college  has  a  Christian  I 
faculty,  Christian  teaching  and  a  I 
Christian  viewpoint.  It  has  a  Christ-  , 
tan  atmosphere  and  life  ft  has  a  i 
Christian  program  and  a  Christian  i 
product. 

What  is  denominati  onal 
schools?  Ordinarily  the  denomina¬ 
tional  school  is  church  supported 
with  Christian  teachers  and  curri¬ 
culum  wh  i  c  h  includes  Bible  cour¬ 
ses.  They  receive  some  support 
from  donominetional  funds,  usually 
through  tho  co-operative  proqram. 

Antecedents  of  Christian  educa¬ 
tion  are  to  be  noted  in  the  habi¬ 
tations  of  the  Patriarchs,  the  school 
ef  the  prophets  and  later  the  syna¬ 
gogues,  which  included  a  definite 
program  of  education.  In  the  New  | 
Testament  dbys  the  Jews  main- 1 
tained  a  complete  system  of  educa¬ 
tion  As  Christian  missions  crossed  I 
the  boundaries  of  Judaism  into  pa¬ 
gan  lands  and  no  longer  had  the 
foundation  of  the  synagogue  Bible  i 
school  and  the  elementarv  school 
on  which  to  build  occasion  demand¬ 
ed  some  preliminary  training  to  be 
given  before  church  membership 
could  be  permitted.  The  purpose 
was  to  prevent  unprepared  people 
from  getting  into  the  church.  Hence 
Catechumenal  schools  developed 
Through  them  ignorant  pagans  be¬ 
came  intelligent  Christians.  Pupils 
advanced  through  various  stages  to 
being  approved  for  baptism. 

Another  type  of  school — the  Ca¬ 
techetical— arose  to  counteract  the 
pagan  universities  where  Greek 
philosophy  and  a  modernistic  at¬ 
mosphere  prevailed.  The  first'Ca- 
techetical  school  was  founded  in 
Alexandria  about  1*1  A.  D,  In  the 
•rhooi  we  find  the  first  true  model 
of  a  Christian  college.  The  good 
work  of  these  schools  continued 
until  the  period  of  the  “Dark  Ages” 
when  clergy  and  laity  surrendered 
their  freedom  to  ecclesiastical  au¬ 
thority.  Ignorance  multiplied

express  purpose  of  training  the 
ministry.  The  colonists  were  con¬ 
scious  of  the  need  to  establish 
schools  which  would  be  centers  of 
influence  in  the  furtherance  of  the  i 
things  which  mean  more  than  life 
itself.  lit  the  Colonial  days  nine 
colleges,  eight- of  which  were  de¬ 
nominational,  were  established. 
Harvard  was  the  first.  Of  the  first 
119  colleges  established  in  America 
104  were  church-related. 

These  early  schools  had  not  only 
a  Christian  origin  but  they  had  a 
controlling  Christian  objective. 
They  not  only  sought  to  train  tho 
ministry  but  they  wanted  a  Christ¬ 
ian  educated  person  for  tho  pow. 
They  teught  the  fundamental  truths 
of  spiritual  worth,  equality  of  men 
under  God,  end  government  by  a 
free  people. 

Of  the  56  Constitutional  delegatee, 
36  were  products  of  denominational 
colleges.  Of  the  50  signers  of  the 
,  Declaration  of  Independence,  42 
had  been  trained  by  Christian  insti¬ 
tutions.  Today  on  the  basis  of  re¬ 
presentation  in  Who’s  Who  the  dis¬ 
tinguished  graduate*  of  Christian 
I  colleges  are  three  times  aa  numer- 
!  ous  as  graduates  from  non-Chris¬ 
tian  schools. 

Many  dangers  are  confronting 
Christian  education  today.  First, 
thgre  is  the  phenomenal  growth  and 
;  expansion  of  state  and  independent 
!  colleges.  At  present  there  are  more 
church-related  schools  than  either 
of  the  other  types,  but  there  are 
fewer  students  in  the  church-re- 
j  I  a  ted  group. 

|  Second,  there  is  the  peril  of  sec¬ 
ularism  and  even  paganism  in  edu-
